A very serious loss is threatene] in 
the small number 
houses with great memories that still 
persist. Sir Isaac Newton's hotre in 
St. Martin's street, off. Leicester 
square is for sale as a building aite. 
Newton lived-here from 1710 to 1726, 
Before that it belonged to the Envoy 
of Denmark, for whom {it was possibly 
built, for the house shows signs of 
being built about that time, Sixty 
years ago it was plaster-faced, and as 
in recent years it has fallen {ato un- 
prosperous times its exterior is not 
attractive and gives little sign of its 
interior interest. The staircase still 
}shoWs the seemliness of ti.» house. 
{It has a finely turned hardrall sup- 
| ported by a handsome balusters and 
; square newelk of fine proportion. The 
|stalr windows are in recesses with 
window seats, and the turn and slope 
of the stair have all the pleasant dig- 
nity of Queer.

The city garden can be made a place

You can’ sow the seeds 
jn the house tn February or March 
and transplant them out of doors when 
all danger of frost 1s past, but the 
far more successful plan {s to purchase 
healthy plants at the nursery, for they 
cost little and give much better results, 
Back .against the fence Cf it is a high 
one) plant climbing roses or vines 
There is nothing more effective than 
a hedge of green formed in this man- 
ner, For this purpose use honeysuckle, 
dutchman’s pipe, clematis or moon- 
flower, 

Fill the border bed with hardy peren- 
nials and annuals, planting the taller 
variefles toward the fence and the 
dwarf plants along the front edge. 
Among the hardy perennials suitable 
for the yard-garden are phlox, colum- 
vine, cardinal flower, foxglove, Hly-of- 
the-vailey, forget-me-not and coreopsis 

Among the annuals that bloom from 
seed {n a short time are: Petunias, 
nasturtiums, portulaca, candytu(t, sweet 


alyssum, asters, poppies and zinnias, 
Other plants which will thrive In 
the city garden are: Sweet williams, 


bachelor’s buttons, bluets, spice pinks, 
cosmos, chrysanthemums, canterbury 
bells, gladioll, mignonette, iris and 
verbenas. Dahlias are a popular back- 
yard plant, for they grow readily and 
produce a profusion of showy blooms. 
The tubers should be planted in very 


rich soil to a depth of six or eight 
inches. When the plants grow to a 
height of sixteen or elghteen inches 


supply them with supports, for a severe 
windstorm will break the shoots. ‘The 
dahlia blooms for many weeks and is 
usually in its prime when frost comes, 
but ff protected at night with a paper 
covering the plant can be saved. Both 
the single and double varieties are 
equally popular. 

The backyard garden would be fncom- 
plete without the geranium, This most 
successful plant thrives with compara- 
tively little nourishment and its lovely 
clusters of blossoms add much ta the 
attractiveness of the city yard. Gera- 
nfum plants are inexpensive, costing but 
6 or 10 cents apiece. They are rapid 
growers and last until very severe frost 
, blasts the buds, 

Byen if you only have the tiniest of 
backyards, cultivate a flower garden, 
and if {t should only contain a dozen 
plants, you can at least have the pleas- 
ure of caring for and watohing 

their growth.
